opher John Dcwey, 92, often de- 
scribed .is the father of progressive 
education, died last night. 


He was stricken with pneumonii. 


Saturday, just a few days after 
he was reported recovering from 
a broken hip. He died at his Fifth 
Avenue home. 


Few, It any, men had as much 


influence on educational thinking 
of his time. Dewey's idea was that 
emphasis should be placed on the 
individual child rathern than on 
the subject. 


"Learning, by doing" was 
his 


basic belief. He thought that 
a 


i>upil should learn through scien- 
tific inquiry rather than have his 
rn'i'd stuffed with facts. 


His educational methods aroused 


much controversy, and

about 50 years for them to gain 
general acceptance.
